‘The district was survey last year 
by: Messrs. Kinder and Campany .on behalf of 
the Kalping Mining Company, and the working 
of.the mineral deposits has been sanctioned by 
an Imperlal Decree, dated October aoth,. 1890, 
and by an Admiralty order of the same date, 
This decree and order were addressed to'Messrs, 
Sim and Pih, who, on November 78th Inst year, 
made. an agreement with a British’ firm in 
London to, work the mines. Some of them bave 
been already tapped, notably that which supplies: 
the Kirin Arsenal with. coals, but the methods 
employed are the most primitive in use amonc:
